Lucien Appleby is certainly one of the best mud 
horses in .America, as was evidenced yesterday by 
his splendid victory at Worth in the Liberty Han- 
dicap, a dash of one and one-eighth miles for three- 
year-olds and upward, with $2,0C0 added. The 
entry, consisting of Luciea .Appleby, McChesney 
and Caliban, was made an odds on favorite, being 
held at 3 to 5 in the betting, but even at this odds 
it was the medium of a heavy plunge. To a fair 
start Waswift want to the front, closely attended 
by Scarlet Lily and Hoodwink, with the rest 
of the field strung out. Going down the 
backstretcb Waswift held a command of al- 
most two lengths over Scarlet Lily, on which 
Hoodwink was lapped. Little change took 
place in these positions until just about turning for 
home, where Scarlet Lily fell away beaten, being 
displaced by Lucien Appleby. When well straight- 
ened for home Waswift began to falter and it ap- 
peared for a moment as if Hoodwink would win, 
but in the last sixteenth Lucien Appleby moved up 
with a great burst of speed and, in a rattling finish, 
just got up in time to nip Hoodwink on the post by 
a short head. Waswift finished third five lengths 
back. He displayed much speed, but probably 
found the distance too far for him. Scarlet Lily 
rallied somewhat in the last eighth and would have 
beaten Waswift for third place in a few more 
strides. McChesney and Caliban both labored in 
the going and were never serious contenders. Fly- 
ing Torpedo was never in the hunt. Rolling Boer 
ran a poor race in going that he is known to favor 
and might just as well have remained in his stall. 
The stake was worth $2,340 to the winner. 

The Lady, ably ridden by Buchanan, proved to 
be an easy winner in the third race, a free handicap 
dash of one mile for all ages. To a bad start, in 
which The Lady got off flying almost three lengths 
before the otlier two, she shot to the front and held 
an easy lead throughout winning eased up by three 
and one-half lengths from Vulcain which beat Mo- 
abina a half for second place. Vulcain easily moved 
away from Moabina iu the last quarter. The Lady 
ran to her best form, and would undoubtedly have 
won with an equal start. 

The second race, a dash of five furlongs, for all 
ages, was robbed of much of its interest by prob- 
ably the worst start of the meeting, the entire field 
being well strung out when the barrier went up. 
King Pepper, off flying, was never headed, but had 
to be driven out to the limit in the closing strides 
to stall off Golden Rule’s bold bid. Hoar hit King 
Pepper with the whip in the last twenty yards and 
he jumped into the air, losing some ground. This 
came near losing him the race. He won by a head 
from Golden Rule, which beat Irene Lindsey two 
and a half lengths. Irene Lindsey ran a fair race 
in going she was thought not to favor. The rest, 
apart from Theory, were practically left at the 
post. 

The day’s opener, a dash of seven furlongs for 
three-year-olds, proved an easy thing for Water 
Edge. Balm of Gilead showed in front for the first 



While there are a great many horses at the Hen- 
nings track, the demand on Superintendent Strahau 
for stalls far exceeds the supply, notwithstanding 
the fact that the Washington Jockey Club has com- 
pleted six new stables since its last spring meeting. 
The arrivals will begin on the close of the Morris 
Park meeting, and next week will see many of the 
principal stables on the grounds. August Belmont 
has built a model stable. Mr. Burch will have 
charge of the horses of F. R. Hitchcock, John E. 
Madden and William C. Whitney. H. M. Mason 
has engaged twelve stalls for the Follansbee 
horses. The Pepper stable has asked for twenty- 
five stalls. T. J. Healey has written for fourteen 
stalls for the horses of R. T. Wilson, Jr., and An- 
drew Miller. Dave Gideon also asked for fourteen 
stalls. Among the other applicants for stable room 
are R. Bradley, 17 ; A. C. McCafferty, 12; Schladt <A 
Co., 5; W. T. Ryan, 4; H. T. Griffin, 10; P. J. Miles, 
6; Turney Bros., 15; WilUam Jennings, 5; Fred 
Burlew, 12, and T. E. Mannix, 6. The total number 
of stalls already engaged is about .500, and the 
superintendent is beginning to look around the vil- 
lage of Hennings for accommodations. 

There will be no Hermis-McChesney match. 
That much was decided irrevocably by the reply of 
the French Jockey Club to Secretary Hanlon of the* 
Jockey Club, who cabled, asking for the status of 
Durneli on the turf of that country. The reply was 
that Durneli “could neither engage, race, nor ride 
where the code is enforced.” Mr. Bell will not ship 
Hermis we-t. McChesney cannot race in the east, 
and whatever chance of a match there was, has 
vanished into thin air. The French Jockey Club 
placed Durneli under the ban because he was left 
at the post while riding there. This was the reason 
made public, although it is supposed they had 
other reasons for their action, Mr. Durneli has 
raced his horses in irreproachable fashion here, 
and his position is unfortunate. So long as his 
status abroad was a matter of doubt the position 
of the Western Jockey Club in the matter was one 
of tolerance and inaction. Now that the case is 
clearly defined it is probable that the Western 
Jockey Club will move in the matter at its next 
monthly meeting, iis action will be awaited with 
interest. 

The claiming of the horse Hetzelby E. Handrahan 
from Barney Schreiber last Saturday raised quite a 
storm in official circles at the Fair Grounds. 

Mr, Handrahan started Pennant in the race and 
finished away back. Hetzel also was out of the 
money. Mr. Handrahan at once claimed Hetzel for 
$975. He got the horse and shipped him to Latouia 
in charge of George Innes. 

Mr. Schreiber felt that hie horse had not been 
claimed by l)lr. Handrahan for himself as the rules 
provide, but for some one else, something which the 
rules forbid and which is punishable with indefi- 
nite suspension. Upon investigation it is said that 
Mr. Handrahan admitted that he had claimed the 
horse for and at the solicitation of Mr. Innes and 
in further consideration of the sum of $50 given 
him, he said, by the same Innes. 

Innes and Handrahan were before Mr. Brady Fri- 
day, Handrahan admitted that he had claimed the 
horse for Innes, as told above. Innes in turn 
claimed that he was but a messenger in the deal 
and that the real claimant, the man who employed 
Handrahan to claim the horse, was A. B, Hopton. 
This Hopton denies. Innes insists that Hopton 
gave him the money to give to Handrahan to get 
the colt. 

The horse was at Latonia, but is en route to St. 
Louis, pursuant to Mr. Brady’s order that ha bo 
r.sturned pending investigation of the matter. 
Decision has been reserved in the case. 

Mr. Schreiber said Friday night that ho had no 
desire to push the matter further than to got his 
colt back The affair is, however, beyond his con- 
trol. and is in the hands of Mr. Brady,— St. Louis 
Republic.
